there should be established, widely diffused and permanently 
maintained, such a system of Public Education as may best tend to im- 
prove the physical, intellectual, moral and religious condition of its 
5 Inhabitants, and promote the virtue and happiness of the same : And 
whereas this object is most effectually to be attained by the joint con- 
tributions and exertions of the Government and the People: And 
whereas it is especially desirable that such a system should be extended 
to Ireland; Bd fe ft therefore enact eh, by The KING’S most 
lo Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the 
Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Par- 
liament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT a Board 
shall be constituted in Ireland for advancing and superintending Public 
Education, with power to found and superintend Schools therein, and 
that every Parish shall have power to assess itself for the support of 
any such School for the use of the inhabitants thereof ; To which end 
be it further Enacted, as follows :
